TOWN  REPORT  19 

TOWN  HALL,  NEWTON 

March  18,  1940. 

The  adjourned  town  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Bernard  I.  Churchill  at  8.05  P.  M. 

Article  1.  On  motion  of  George  Bowen  it  was  voted 
that  all  town  officers  not  elected  by  ballot  be  chosen  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  2.  "To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same." 

T.  W.  Locke  read  the  recommendations  of  the  finance 
committee  that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  printed  with  the 
following  changes;  under  Town  Officers'  salaries  that  the 
salary  of  the  Town  Treasurer  be  $110.00  a  year  instead  of 
$85.00  and  the  Town  Clerk's  salary  be  $100.00  instead  of 
$75.00.  They  did  not  recommend  raising  money  for  the 
W.  P.  A. 

Mr.  Bowen  made  the  motion  the  Moderator  receive 
$10.00  a  meeting. 

After  much  discussion  Mr.  Bowen  made  the  motion 
that  the  budget  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  town  report 
with  the  following  changes,  under  Town  Officers'  salaries 
that  the  salary  of  the  Town  Treasurer  be  $110.00,  that  of 
the  Town  Clerk  be  $100.00,  and  that  the  Moderator  get 
$10.00  a  meeting. 

The  vote  was  28  for  and  20  against  and  the  motion 
was  carried. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilbur  it  was  voted  to  take  up  the 
part  regarding  the  W.  P.  A.  in  the  finance  committee 
recommendations  under  Article  12. 

Article  3.  The  finance  committee  recommended  that 
the  article  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  town  report. 

William  K.  Davis  explained  some  mistakes  made  in 
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the  figures  in  the  Town  Report  and  on  motion  of  Thomas 
W.  Locke  it  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report. 

Article  4.  On  the  motion  of  Herbert  Wilbur  it  was 
voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  hire  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  The  finance  committee  approved  this  ar- 
ticle ;  that  the  meeting  for  appropriations  be  held  the  night 
following  Town  Meeting. 

After  discussion  and  various  suggestions,  on  motion 
of  W.  R.  Sargent  it  was  voted  to  hold  election  under  Ar- 
ticle 1  on  the  regular  election  day  and  the  appropriations 
meeting  the  following  night. 

William  K.  Davis  then  made  a  motion  that  we  return 
to  Article  3  and  rescind  that  vote.    It  was  a  vote. 

Mr.  Davis  then  made  a  motion  that  the  reports  of  the 
Town  Officers  be  accepted  with  the  corrections  that  were 
made  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

Article  6.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Municipal  Accounting  division  and  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  such  an  audit."  The  finance  com- 
mittee recommended  the  article  be  left  open  to  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  voters. 

Mr.  Robert  Prescott  explained  the  law  about  the  audit. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Asbra  Harmon  it  was  voted  to  pass 
over  this  article. 

Article  7.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,030.50  for  State  Aid  Construction 
on  South  Hampton  road  in  order  to  receive  State  aid  of 
$2,060.00;  or  to  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$192.67  for  Class  V  assistance  in  order  to  receive  State  aid 
of  $770.71." 
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The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  town 
accept  Class  V  aid,  the  same  to  be  expended  on  the  Smith 
Corner  Road. 

On  motion  of  W.  R.  Sargent  it  was  voted  to  accept  the 
finance  committee's  recommendation. 

Article  8.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  continue 
work  on  the  Smith  Corner  Road  under  the  Class  V  appro- 
priation." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  work  be 
continued,  and  the  road  agent  be  instructed  to  take  the 
money  out  of  his  appropriation  to  tar  the  same. 

W.  K.  Davis  moved  the  recommendation  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  be  accepted,  and  it  was  a  vote. 

Article  9.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue printing  of  vital  statistics  in  town  report." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  print- 
ing of  the  vital  statistics  in  the  town  report  still  be  con- 
tinued. 

On  the  motion  of  William  York  it  was  voted  to  con- 
tinue printing  the  vital  statistics  as  in  the  past. 

Article  10.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  $300.00  to  purchase  tarvia  to  be  used  on 
Railroad  Avenue  and  Smith  Corner  Road." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  sum  of 
$300.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  tar  Railroad  Ave- 
nue and  the  Smith  Corner  Road  and  that  the  tarvia  be  used 
on  the  parts  of  the  said  roads  which  were  tarred  in  1939. 

On  the  motion  of  John  Maroney  it  was  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  recommendation. 

Article  11.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  dispose 
of  the  tractor,  the  snow  plow  and  the  snow  blade  and  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  two  to  work  with  the  road  agent 
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to  do  the  same  and  make  a  contract  to  have  the  snow 
plowing  done." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  article 
be  passed  with  the  following  amendment,  that  the  tractor 
and  snow  plow  be  put  in  storage  for  one  year  and  that  a 
committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  work  with  the  road  agent 
to  make  a  contract  for  the  plowing  of  snow  for  one  year. 

After  much  discussion  Mr.  William  Foley  made  a  mo- 
tion that  the  blade  and  tractor  be  kept  in  service  and  the 
man  driving  be  relieved  every  eight  hours.    It  was  a  vote. 

Article  12.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discon- 
tinue the  W.  P.  A.  Sewing  Project." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  that  the  project 
be  discontinued. 

This  question  was  discussed  at  length  and  then  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ralph  Bowen  it  was  voted  that  it  be  con- 
tinued. 

Referring  back  to  Article  2,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Bluitte  it  was  voted  to  raise  $500.00  for  the 
W.  P.  A.  sewing  project. 

Article  13.  "To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  appoint  annually  the  relief  agent,  said 
agent  not  to  hold  any  other  town  office,  and  by  vote  of  the 
town  determine  the  salary  of  the  same." 

The  finance  committee  recommended  this  article. 

This  was  another  much  discussed  article. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Sargent  made  a  motion  that  the  selectmen 
serve  as  relief  agent  or  appoint  someone  as  they  see  fit  and 
make  the  salary  for  the  agent  according  to  the  work. 

Motion  amended  by  Mr.  Asbra  Harmon  that  the 
salary  of  relief  agent  be  same  as  at  present,  $150.00  a 
year,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 
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Motion  of  W.  R.  Sargent  with  amendments    put,  and 
it  was  a  vote. 

On  the  motion  of  W.  R.  Sargent  it  was  voted  to  give 
the  finance  committee  a  vote  of  thanks  for  their  work. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  without  date  at  9.50  P.  M.

Report  of  Relief  Agent  for  1940 

The  report  this  year  shows  a  reduction  in  our  direct 
relief  bill,  except  in  the  part  that  has  to  do  with  Hospital- 
ization and  Medical  Treatment.  I  recommend  that  in  cases 
where  the  recipients  of  Medical  Treatment  are  in  pos- 
session of  assets,  either  real  estate,  or  personal,  that  steps 
be  taken  by  the  town  to  secure,  as  far  as  possible,  pay- 
ments or  partial  payments  on  these  bills. 

Due  to  th,e.  reduction  of  the  age  limit  on  Old  Age 
Assistance,  from  70  to  65  years,  which  went  into  effect  on 
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January  1st,  1940,  we  may  expect  more  expense  in  this 
branch  of  relief.  Reports  show  that  this  condition  is  gen- 
eral throughout  the  state. 

On  order  from  the  Federal  Government,  we  closed  our 
W.  P.  A.  Sewing  Project  on  May  10th.  The  county  officials 
have  since  given  us  notice  that  they  would  not  be  able  to 
pay  any  part  of  the  expense  of  a  sewing  project,  if  we 
should  start  again.  So  for  the  present  we  shall  probably 
not  be  able  to  start  this  work  again.

There  were  but  eight  cases  of  contagious  diseases  re- 
ported to  me  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1940. 

Measles,  seven  and  whooping  cough,  one.  Also,  there 
were  three  cases  of  persons  bitten  by  dogs,  and  two  animal 
carcasses  buried.  Several  cases  of  nuisance  caused  by 
dumping  refuse  were  reported  and  adjusted  wherever  pos- 
sible. 

Early  in  the  year  the  State  Board  established  Newton 
as  a  station  for  collection  of  milk  samples,  for  analysis, 
which  was  done  in  April  and  November,  and  conditions 
found  generally  satisfactory,  cream  content  well  above  and 
bacteria  count  well  below  the  minimums  set  by  the  State.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newton : 

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report  Table  I  is  for  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1940  and  Table  II  is  for  ten  years  ending 
June  30,  1940.  This  report  is  followed  by  the  reports  of  the 
Music  Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

The  staff  of  teachers  in  the  Newton  Schools  remains 
the  same  as  last  year.  Four  of  our  teachers,  Miss  Kelly, 
Mrs.  Knowles,  Mrs.  Palmer,  and  Mrs.  Wright  took  a  Tufts* 
Extension  Course  held  at  North  Andover,  Massachusetts. 
This  was  a  course  in  Diagnostic  and  Remedial  Reading 
given  from  February  to  June.  It  is  commendable  that  so 
many  of  our  teachers  have  been  active  in  furthering  theif 
professional  education  by  professional  study  during  the 
year. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report  was 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three,  which  was  one  less  than  dur- 
ing the  year  previous.  The  school  attendance  averaged 
95.80%  of  the  membership,  as  compared  with  the  state 
average  of  95.37%. 

There  were  eighteen  graduates  from  the  eighth  grade 
last  June.  All  but  one  of  these  have  entered  a  high  school 
this  year.  Each  year  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution 
give  a  medal  to  the  pupil  in  the  graduating  class  of  the 
elementary  schools  who  has  best  exemplified  the  principles 
of  good  citizenship.  The  medal  was  awarded  to  Richard 
Morse  last  year.

Newton  high  school  boys  and  girls  have  one  of  the  best 
records  I  know  about.  In  the  last  two  or  three  years  hardly 
a  person  has  given  up  high  school  before  completing  their 
course.     This  is  commendable. 

Last  Spring  it  became  evident  that  the  timbers  under 
the  entry  of  the  Junction  School  had  decayed.  Repairs 
were  made  during  the  summer.  The  exterior  of  the  build- 
ing should  be  painted  this  next  summer.  Eaves  troughs  have 
been  put  on  the  Village  School  to  conduct  the  water  away 
from  the  building,  and  thus  prevent  damage  to  the  founda- 
tion of  the  building  and  to  prevent  the  constant  washing 
away  of  soil  around  the  building.  This  work  complete,  it 
was  possible  to  build  a  retaining  wall  and  grade  the 
grounds.  This  has  resulted  in  greatly  improved  appear- 
ance of  both  grounds  and  buildings.  There  is  a  fine  supply 
of  water  in  the  well  at  this  school,  but  the  quantity  of  iron 
compound  in  the  water  makes  it  necessary  to  install  a  filter. 
This  can  be  done  at  a  moderate  cost. 

Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  were  given  during  the 
year  to  all  pupils  in  grades  two  through  grades  eight.  The 
Otis  Mental  Test  was  administered  in  the  fourth  grade. 
Through  a  study  of  the  test  results  the  teacher  is  able  to 
determine  where  there  may  be  weaknesses  in  her  work  with 
individuals  as  well  as  with  the  group  as  a  whole.  She  is 
then  in  a  better  position  to  correct  those  weaknesses  and  to 
modify  her  program.  These  tests  are  a  strong  factor,  also, 
in  teacher  growth,  with  the  improvement  in  teaching  effici- 
ency as  a  result.  The  results  obtained  on  the  Standard  tests, 
in  the  tool  subjects,  that  have  been  given  during  the  year, 
have  been  satisfactory.  In  most  instances,  our  median 
achievement  has  been  at  or  above  the  standard  set  up  by 
the  test.

The  radios  continue  to  be  used  in  the  classrooms,  with 
increased  effectiveness.  The  most  helpful  programs  have 
been  those  in  geography  and  literature.  We  continue  to 
limit  ourselves  to  two  listening  periods  per  week. 

In  last  year's  report  there  was  printed  information  on 
the  method  of  securing  a  working  certificate.  Considerable 
confusion  is  still  in  evidence.  There  are  two  things  to  keep 
in  mind.  (1)  The  working  certificate  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of.  the  town  or  city 
where  the  work  is  located.  (2)  Those  between  sixteen  and 
twenty-one  years  old,  desiring  a  certificate,  should  present, 
in  person,  to  the  certifying  officer  a  birth  certificate,  and  a 
statement  from  their  employer,  certifying  that  employment 
is  being  given. 

The  goal  of  the  school  and  the  home  is  the  same — good 
citizenship.  A  good  home  is  still  the  best  school  yet  de- 
vised by  society.  Too  often  we  think  of  education  as  the 
learning  acquired  in  schools,  from  books.  We,  in  school 
work,  know  that  "book  learning"  is  only  a  part  of  life's  ed- 
ucation. We  try  to  teach  the  meaning  of  work,  co-opera- 
tion, leadership,  followership,  and  to  develop  traits  of  good 
personality.  We  believe  in  the  necessity  of  the  three  R's, 
for  we  know  that  these  subjects  have  a  life  value  and  use 

But  parents  are  teachers.  The  home  is  more  funda- 
mental than  the  school  in  getting  ready  for  life ;  for  a  home 
is  a  natural  situation.  The  family  group  has  been  the  basis 
of  society  for  untold  generations. 

What  ought  parents  teach?  First,  parents  ought  to- 
teach  the  meaning  of  discipline.  The  school  has  your  child 
a  few  hours  a  day  for  less  than  half  the  days  of  the  year. 
Discipline  is  a  difficult  trait  to  describe.  But  it  is  self- 
evident.  Life  requires  discipline.  It  is  the  parents'  pri- 
mary responsibility  to  instill  it.  The  reasonably  disciplined 
child  has  a  head  start  in  the  battle  of  life  over  the  one  who 
has  learned  little  self-control. 

Second,  parents  ought  to  teach  their  children  the 
meaning  of  work.    It's  just  as  easy  to  instill  the  work  habit 
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in  children  as  it  is  the  play  habit.  Work  is  a  foundation 
stone  of  success  in  life.  Many  young  people  do  not  succeed 
in  their  jobs  because  they  lack  the  work  attitude.  The 
parent  who  says,  "Let  John  and  Mary  have  a  good  time 
now ;  they'll  find  out  what  life  is  when  they  grow  up,"  is  do- 
ing his  children  a  great  wrong.  True  education  is  getting 
ready  for  this  practical,  everyday  world  of  ours,  and  honest 
work  is  a  vital  part  of  it. 

Third,  the  home  should  teach  certain  traits  that  help 
mould  a  well-rounded  personality;  courtesy,  cleanliness,  an 
optimistic  viewpoint,  right  attitude  toward  money,  co-oper- 
ation, self-reliance,  and  learning  to  live  with  others. 

The  goal  of  the  home  and  the  school  is  the  same.  We 
want  young  people  to  become  good  citizens.  Working  to- 
gether, in  common  understanding,  we  can  help  boys  and 
girls  become  the  right  type  of  citizen. 

We  have  tried  to  prepare  our  pupils  for  enlightened 
citizenship  by  attempting  to  develop  skills  in  the  funda- 
mental tool  subjects — arithmetic,  reading,  spelling,  spoken 
and  written  English,  geography,  and  history. 

Science  plays  such  an  important  part  in  human  living 
today,  that  it  must  have  a  definite  place  on  the  school  pro- 
gram. The  work  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  has  been 
so  arranged  that  the  boys  and  girls  would  learn  to  appreci- 
ate their  immediate  environment. 

Health  and  Safety  Education  continues  to  receive  con- 
siderable attention.  Another  important  phase  of  our  work 
has  been  to  provide  at  least  to  some  extent,  activities  that 
will  influence  the  pupils  in  the  use  of  their  leisure  time. 
One  writer  states:  "The  backyard,  playground,  and  street 
parallel  and  eclipse  the  school — the  press,  the  radio,  the 
motion  picture,  and  the  comic  strip  all  reach  out  after  the 
child."  The  school  cannot  change  all  of  these  influences  at 
once,  but  it  can  assist  the  child  in  many  ways  by  intelligent 
and  patient  guidance. 

Remedial  Reading  work  has  been  given  special 
emphasis  in  the  Newton  Schools,  particularly  at  the  Rowe's 
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Corner  School.  An  effort  has  been  made  to  help  the  boys 
and  girls  improve  in  comprehension  and  speed.  Through 
the  co-operation  of  the  librarian  of  the  Newton  Public 
Library,  a  splendid  book  shelf  is  maintained  at  the  Rowe's 
Corner  School.  Various  plans  have  been  used  to  stimulate 
the  interest  in  the  reading  of  good  books  and  thus  increase 
the  amount  of  reading  done  by  the  pupils  during  their 
leisure  time.  Newton  pupils  are  now  busy  preparing  for 
the  presentation  of  an  operetta  in  the  Spring.  These  pro- 
ductions interest  the  pupils  and  have  a  popular  appeal  to 
the  parents. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Red  Cross 
for  its  assistance  in  securing  first  aid  equipment,  also  glass- 
es and  cod-liver  oil  for  children  in  need  of  same. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  accorded  me  by  the  School  Board,  parents, 
teachers,  and  pupils.
